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INTRODUCTION. 


THERE are, perhaps, few ſituations that call 
more for the exerciſe of diſcretion, than that of 
an individual, who is about to propoſe his own 
concerns for public conſideration. We are too 
often apt to imagine, what we feel of import- 
ance to ourſelves, will be thought equally im- 
portant by others, and are as often ſurpriſed and 
vexed to perceive how little attention the world 
pays to our ſuppoſed merits or our ſufferings, 
though probably at ſome future period we may 
feel inclined to allow it ſome credit for diſcern- 
ment, in refuſing to trouble itſelf with our 
grievances, and may wonder, at our folly, in 
having ourſelves ever given ſo much conſequence 
to things, which will then appear to us ſo tri- 
vial.

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E 7 4 is not, however, to be denied, that there 
may exiſt caſes of a more ſerious nature, and 
which, from peculiar circumſtances, may have 
ſome claim to the public attention ; but in all 
ſettled governments, ſuch caſes muſt be rare, 

becauſe it muſt be preſumed, the law has either 
provided no remedy for them, or that the exiſt- 
ing remedy. is beyond our reach; were it other- 
wiſe, the firſt law of ſociety will determine at 
once, that we muſt apply for redreſs to thoſe 
who are appointed to adminiſter juſtice ; nor 

can any one have a right to complain of his 
ſuffering, under an extra- judicial proceeding, 
who has refuſed to ſubmit his n tothe —4

For redreſs by every regular means, 'that we can 
be juſtified in ſeeking for it by an extraordinary

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I truſt it will appear, in the preſent inſtance, 
that I have not wantonly, or idly, obtruded my- 
ſelf on the public; that from circumſtances L 
could neither prevent nor controul, my endea- 
vours to obtain due redreſs have been unfortu- 
nate, but that I have not neglected any fit means 
which preſented themſelves, of procuring it. 
Whether the occurrences I am about to ſtate 
are of ſufficient importance to juſtify their being 
laid before the public, will probably be judged 
differently, according to the different motives 
that may perhaps be aſſigned for my doing ſo ; 
but when I recollect it is now three years, ſince 
what I have to relate, originated, and that it is 
more than two ſince I ceaſed to contend, it may 
be proper for me to ſay, why I have been hi- 
In and _ I am ſo no longer. 


Thoſeto Gs lot it may: fall to be juſtly 
oaks in early life in their reputation, will 
have good reaſon to congratulate themſelves, if 
they ſhould find their proper line of defence ſo 
clearly marked out, as to leave them no:rgom 
for heſitation in adopting it: there are, indeed, 
in all the diverſities of fituation, ſome general 
rules for our conduct; _ if we know and

abide by, though they may not always ſecure 
us from misfortune, will certainly fave us from 
diſgrace ; nay more, they will afford us the beſt 
conſolation we can receive under misfortune, 


the Fpaiciouſneſs of having acted as We ought 
to do. 


But the leſſons of adverſity, though uſeful 


are ſevere; nor is it all at once that we can re- 


concile ourſelves to degradation, or learn to bear 
diſappointment with reſignation. If we are 
doomed to find all our endeavours to vindicate 
our reputation unavailing, and that nothing re- 
mains for us, but ſubmiſſion to unmerited re- 


proach; we ſhall till, indeed, receive ſatis- 


faction in the conviction of having done our 
duty; but a ſatisfaction, which, in conſoling 
us, may, at the ſame time, lead us to conſider 
our own approbation as that which is alone of 
any real value to us; and in proportion as we 
ſeek to derive comfort from impreſſing this idea 
on our minds, we ſhall gradually conſider pub- 
lic opinion as leſs and leſs worthy our regard, 
till, at length, we ſhall begin to look on all 
complaint as at once uſeleſs and humiliating; 
our grief at the world's cruelty will be converted 


into indignation at its inj juſtice, v we ſhall become 
fg callous

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callous to its conſis; and ſhall rink from i its 
applauſe. 
Reflexion may reſtore us to better thoughts, 
and time may bring the balm of healing on its 
wings : but at firſt they will rather check, than 
promote any faint lurking deſire for further ex- 
ertion ; they will rather lead us to congratulate 
ourſelves on having eſcaped from the noiſe and 
tumult of contention, than prompt us to renewed 
activity; inſtead of exhorting us to new efforts, 
they will ſeek to ſoothe us into a deſire of tran- 
quillity ; à mild ſerenity will gently ſteal on 
us, which our imagination will pleaſe itſelf in 
contraſting with the buſtle and anxiety we before 
experienced; will paint to us as a ſober and ra- 
tional degree of happineſs, far more to be de- 
ſired than any a buſy world has to beſtow: ſo 
that at laſt, fancying ourſelves in poſſeſſion, if 
not of all we might wiſh for, yet of all we can 
ever hope to attain, we ſhall reſi ign ourſelves 
with quiet complacency to repoſe; till reaſon, 
invigorated and refreſhed by this interval of 
calmneſs, fhall awake us from our idle dream, 
and ſetting before us the paſt in its proper light, 
ſhall forbid us to look on our condition as hope- 
* or to think we may diſpenſe with any fur- 
4 ther 
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ther endeavours, to reſtore ourſelves to reputation: 
it will bring us to an impartial examination of 
our conduct ; and if, after due inquiry, it ſhould 
be able to pronounce we have acted rightly; it 
will then bid us confider,' whether our acceſs to 
Juſtice has been thwarted by prejudice and miſ- 
conception, or whether we have been the victims 
of deliberate malignity : the former it will teach 
us to overcome by patience and perſeverance, 
and to diſappoint the latter by the exerciſe of 
prudence and circumſpection. 


But after all, it will not be without diffidence 
that we ſhall come before the Public; in ſpite 
of all the conviction we ourſelves may have of 
the rectitude of our conduct, ſome anxiety muſt 
be felt leſt the opinions of others ſhould prove 
adverſe; nor is it poſſible entirely to chaſe away 
the apprehenſion, that ſince we have failed once, 
we may fail a ſecond time. 


| Beſides, it is only very lately that J have been 
enabled to give in my military accounts to the 
War-office; and though much expedition has 
been uſed, by thoſe who examined them, it is 
only within theſe fe days they have been paſſed.

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A neceſſary preliminary to any future proceed-

Beyond what is to be found in theſe, 1 have 
n to relate copcerning myſelf that can be 
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at all intereſting te the public; my military ca- 
reer began and ended with the command of the 
Fiſhguard Volunteers. In conſequence of the 
repreſentations made by my father to the late 
Lord Amherſt in 1793, his Majeſty's leaye was 
obtained to raiſe a company of Volunteers at 
Fiſhguard, of which I was appointed Captain : 

in 1794, two additional companies were raiſed, 

and I received a commiſſion of Major; a fourth 
company was added in 1795, when I was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieut.- Colonel, which I 
held till my eee in May 1797. 


There is one part of the correſpondence I 
ſhould have preferred omitting .in this publica- 
tion, were it not ſo intimately connected with 
the declaration tranſmitted. againſt me to Gen. 
Rooke ; 3 but I requeſt it may be believed I have 
added it ſolely on that account, and not from any 
fi ly deſire to obtain credit for courage from hav- 
ing done what, in my opinion at leaſt t verbo 
venta ), requires none.

* I ruſt, whoever wall take the Ys to 
read my letter of the 24th Fehruary 1797, to 
the Secretary of State, will nor accuſe me of 
having endeavoured to do fo : but, on the other 
hand, I cannot diſguiſe the conviction I feel, 


that, under the circumſtances in which we were 
placed, it peculiarly becomes us to be thankful 


to Providence both for our ſafety and our ſuc- 
ceſs. 


The force landed under the command of Gen. 


Tate, confiſted of two battalions, including two 


companies of grenadiers. The number of the 
troops of all deſcriptions that were oppoſed to 
them on the day of the ſurrender, including the 


gentry and yeomanry, who formed in line with 


the Cardiganſhire militia and volunteers, and 


were armed with the muſkets ſent down for 


the ſupplementary militia, together with the 
failors from the King's ſhips at Milford, did 
not, I believe, in the whole exceed 750 men.

amounting to two companies; the Fiſhguard 


Volunteers, four companies; and the Pembroke 
Volunteers, one company; all theſe were in Pem- 
brokeſhire, excepting Lord Dynevor's troop, 


Which was in Carmarthenſhire, and a detach- 


ment of the Cardiganſhire militia ſtationed at 
Aberyſtwith. [ could: not find there were any 
other troops nearer to us than Hereford or Briſ- 


tol; and Iam ſtill ignorant of any alteration that 


might have taken place previous to the deſcent 
of the French. The calling out of the ſupple- 
mentary militia had indeed commenced ; but in 


Pembrokeſhire the firſt ſixth- part of them were 


then only learning their exerciſe, nor do I know _ 
that the other counties were in a ſtate of greater 
forwardneſs. Surely, whoever thus conſiders our 
ſituation, may well accuſe us of ingratitude, 
ſhould we refuſe to acknowledge that our im- 
mediate 1 did not depend 5 1 .

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Ty have no intention however at preſent; nor 
do I conceive it at all neceſſary for me to enter 
into any detail beyond that of the proceedings 
for which I am perſonally reſponſible: I ſhall, 
therefore, haſten to. cloſe this Introduction. 
Uncertain as I muſt naturally be of the event 
of the ſtep I am now taking, I will not by an 
indiſcreet diſplay of gratitude towards thoſe 
from whom I have received any offices of aſ- 
ſiſtance or kindneſs, expoſe them to perils I 
I ought to face alone : there are two, indeed, to 
whom I may confeſs my obligation, without 
fear of injuring them ; the late Major General 
Neſbitt, and the late Lieutenant Colonel Daniel 
Vaughan: the former, without any perſonal 
knowledge of me, I underſtand advocated my 
cauſe with the Commander in Chief; the lat- 
ter had long honoured me with his friendſhip, 
and, in the time of need, forgot his infirmities 
to afford me his protection.

all afterwards proceeded up Channel; and ſome- 
body had fince obſerved them coming under Tre- 
howel, a farm in Lanunda pariſh, as if they meant 
to anchor there. It was ſuppoſed they were two 
Engliſh frigates convoying a Dutch Eaſt-India- 
man, a prize.

The company ſat down to dinner, and before it 
was well over, a private of the corps arrived with 
a verbal meſſage from Enſign D. Bowen at Fiſh- 
guard, which he delivered ſo confuſedly, that all

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chor at Cain diſtance from the cliff, with their 
fails furled, and a ſmall ſſoop ( which proved to 


be one he had loaded the day before with coal and 
culm for the uſe of his father's houſe at Lanſtinan) , 
lying between two of the ſhips. He ſaw no boat, 
nor did he hear any noiſe: no men were to be 
ſeen, but every thing appeared perſectly quiet. 
Col. Knox, however, as he had come ſo far, de- 


termined to go on towards Fiſhguard, that he 


might get ſome information about them. He had 
proceeded thither but a little way, when he met 
ſome country people, who ſaid the French were 
landing, and that twelve boats-full of men had 
come on ſhore * : he ſtill went on, and met more 
people running away, as they aid, from the 
French : they differed as to the number of boats. 


Near Llanunda church, about a mile eaſt of Tre- 


howel, the ground again permitted Col. Knox to 
ſee the ſhips, though obſcurely ; but he could not 
ſee any boats (which the nature of the place, 
where they landed, and of which he was then ig- 
norant, will account for. He has believed ſince, 
that at the time he was at Trehowel, the boats 
may have been under the cliff landing the troops.) 
He was puzzled by the flight and reports of the 
country people, though he could ſee nothing to 
juſtify either : he rode on towards Fiſhguard, and

nearly captured a Waterford packet, and that 


they, were marching to.prevent the enemy landing, 
or to attack them. Col. Knox thought it would 
3 be highly improper to riſk either with ſo ſmall 
2 force, and in the dark; he conceived if they 
were really enemies (of which, however, he ftill 
doubted), they muſt have between 800 and goo 
troops on board, eſtimating them by the number 
ſhips of ſimilar force were ſaid to have carried 
in Gen. Hoche's then late attgmpt on Ireland: 
he, therefore, though not without ſome little 
murmuring, led the party back to the guard- 
houſe, where, leaving Enſign . Noott with orders 
ts follow him with the arms and ammunition in 

ſtore there, he proceeded with the reſt of the party 


into the Sort, there to wait for further inform 


ation, and the coming i in of more of the corps. 


In his march thither a Fiſhguard, he 
learnt that an expreſs had already been ſent off to 
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Lord 
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Lord Milford, the Lord Lieutenant of the county 
of Pembroke. He, therefore, thought it needleſs 
to ſend again, till he could ſpeak with more cer- 
tainty ; but as ſoon as he got into the fort, where 
he found the three invalid bombardiers belonging 
to it, he diſpatched to Major Bowen, who com- 
manded the Newport diviſion * of Fiſhguard Vo- 
lunteers, the letter (No. 5,) in the Appendix. A 
little time afterwards, a man of the name of W. 
Williams, an inhabitant of Fiſhguard, came into 
the fort, and told Col. Knox he had juſt made his 
eſcape from a party of the French, who had taken 
him in a houſe at Llanunda; that one of them at- 
tempted to kill him, but was prevented, though 
not before he had given him a ſlight wound in his 
fide with a bayonet, which he ſhewed. The party 
he ſaid were twelve in number, and more came 
afterwards, and they n a n he did not 
underſtand. 


Col. Knox now no longer doubted the ſhips 
were really French. He therefore ordered the 
alarm guns to be fired a ſecond time (they had 
been fired once previous to his coming into the 
fort), and difpatched a ſecond letter to Major 
Bowen (No. 6), with orders to join him imme- 
N at Fiſnguard with his diviſion; and he fur- 
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ther directed the perſons whom he ſent with this 
letter, in caſe he ſhould be able to overtake 


Vaughan, the bearer of the former one, to take 


it and bring it back to him. It was then about 


half paſt eight o'clock in the evening : this meſ- 
ſenger was ſcarce gone, when a corporal arrived 
from Newport with a note from Major Bowen to 
the commanding officer at Fiſhguard, inquiring 
the reaſon of the firing the alarm guns“, and ſay- 
ing that his diviſion were aſſembling. Col. Knox 
wrote on the back of the note, to inform Major 
Bowen that he was in the fort, and deſired he 
would join him; ordering his meſſenger to return 
with it immediately: and that no miſtake might 
happen, he likewiſe ſent Enſign D. Bowen to 


Newport to the Major, to acquaint him with the 
intelligence, and orders he had ſent him by his ſe- 
cond meſſenger. He at the ſame time wrote to 
Lord Milford, communicating to him the inform- 


ation he had received, his ſituation, and inten-

Col. Knox now requeſted Mr. Neſbit, who had 
Pont ſerved in America, and who offered his 
ſervices on this. occaſion, to take charge of the 
party he ordered to keep a look out on the other 
fide of Fiſhguard, towards Llanunda, and to give 
him, from time to time, ſuch information as he 
could obtain of the proceedings of the French. 
A chain of ſentinels was placed from the fort up 
to the brow of the hill which overlooks it, and 
from thence to the gate of Park Morva (the name 
of the place wherein the fort ſtands), adjoining 
to the road leading from Fiſhguard to Newport ; 
and he diſpatched Serj. Rogers, who was well 
acquainted with the country the French were in, 
to reconnoitre them. 

About this time Governor Vaughan entered the 
fort, which it will be neceſſary briefly to deſcribe: 
It is, properly ſpeaking, nothing. more than' a 
battery, ſituated about a ſhort mile from Fiſh- 
guard church, on a ſmall flat, at the extreme 
point of the eaſtern ſide of Fiſhguard harbour, 
and placed there for the purpoſe of defending the 
entrance: it has a platform towards the ſea, the 
outline of which is a ſegment of a circle, and a 
-Parapet about two feet high, before which is a 
ditch cut in the rock, of the depth of ſeven or 
eight feet; eight nine-pounders were mounted on 
this platform. At the back of the fort, acroſs a 
narrow neck of land, there is a wall twelve feet 


high, 
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high, in which is the entrance into the fort; this 
wall, after making an angle, is continued along 
the ſide within the harbour, till it joins the pa- 
rapet, ſhutting in a ſmall hollow, in which the 
magazine and a guard-room are placed; on the 
other fide, the parapet is continued, till it joins 
the back wall; the outline of the whole is not 
very unlike that of a lady's fan when opened; the 


area it contains may be the third part of an acre, Mm 
or more. This fort was built during the Am- 
rican war, at the expence of the late Sir Hugh 1 


Owen, on land belonging to Mr. Vaughan of Jor- 
danſton, who was appointed Governor thereof 
by his Majeſty in 1794: there is no water in it, 
and the ground at its back riſes ſo faſt, as to com- 
mand it completely. within muſket-ſhot ; three 
invalid bombardiers had been ſent-down in 1795 
to do duty in the fort, and to inſtruct the volun- 
teers in the exerciſe of the great guns. | 


It appears from the letter of the Secretary of 
the Board of Ordnance (No. 2), it was ſtipu- 
tated, that powder was to form no part of the

The diftance from Pembroke to Haverfordweſt, including the ferry, 
is, I believe, between eleven and twelve miles ; from Haverfordweſt 
to Fiſhguard is nearly ſixteen: the whole diſtance from Pembroke to 
Ts is; AGE upwards of twenty-ſeven miles.

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Col: Knox communicated to Col. Colby what in- 


him, as he had done to Lord Milford, his inten- 
tion of attacking the French in the morning, if he 


found their numbers ſuch as he could contend 
with.” Col. Colby defired he would let the Com- 


mittee know, in caſe he ſhould retreat, or take 


other meaſures, which he promiſed; and they 


then left him, to return to the Committee. It 
was at this time about twelve o' clock at night: 


they had reached Park Morva Gate, when they | 
were met by Major Bowen, with the ſubaltern“ 


and non-commiſſioned officers, and forty privates 


of the Newport diviſion, who had already joined 


him, when he received Col. Knox's orders to 


march to Fiſhguard. He being informed of Major 
Bowen's arrival, went to Park Morva Gate to. 
meet them, and returning from thence he met 


the Governor on horſeback, coming from the 


fort, Who took his leave of them, and went home 


to his houſe at Jordanſton, between three and four 
miles from Fiſhguard: Col. Knox did not ſee 
him the following morning, as he did not return 


to Fiſhguard til! mortiy after Col. Knox and his 


corps had left it. wp: 


Serjeant Rogers now came back, with informa-

telligence he was poſſeſſed of; and mentioned to 
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tion that he had approached near a party of 'the 
French, and that he judged their number to be 
about 200 men. Col. Knox ſent again three other 
perſons who knew the country, and could ſpeak 
Welch *, to learn what was doing. A great light 
was perceived in Llanunda from the fort; on 
their return their accounts were, that the French 
were ſtanding round a brake of furze which they 
had ſet on fire. Col. Knox does not recollect they 
gave any information as to their numbers; if they 
did, it probably agreed with that giyen by Serjeant 
Rogers. 


There being no proviſion in the fort for the men, 
Col. Knox ordered ſome bread and cheeſe to be 
brought from Fiſhguard and ſerved tothem. Lieut, 
James and ſeveral privates came in at different 
times, during the night ; ſo that before day-break 
Col. Knox's force conſiſted of one Major, three 
Lieutenants F, four Enſigns, and, as near as he 
can recollect, about 150 non-commiſſoned offi- 
cers, drummers, and privates: of theſe Col. Knox

Col. Knox, however, deemed it his indiſpen- 
ſible duty previouſly to procure the beſt intelli- 
gence he could of the number of the enemy: he 


had, therefore, requeſted Mr. Neſbitt to recon- 
noitre them by day break, and ſent Thomas Gib. 
bon and his on ſervant a ſecond time with orders 
ro get as near the French as they could with ſafety, 
and to bring him what intelligence they might be 
able to obtain; he alſo ſent thither Thomas Da- 
vid his father's bailiff (who had returned to him 
with Lord Milford's anſwer to his letter (No, 7), 
and who was well acquainted with the pariſh of 
Llanunda and its inhabitants, from having collected 


the tythes there far his maſter) with fimilar di- 
e 


Having reached the market bade at Fiſhguard, 


Col. Knox ordered his men to halt, and directed 
Lieut. James, with a ſmall party, to take poſt on 
the road leading by Goodick bridge to Llanunda, 
whilſt he went himſelf with Major Bowen to 
examine what poſition the ground there afforded :; 


2 little conſideration convinced him it would be 


imprudent 
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imprudent to occupy it, as the .enemy had their 
option "to advance by the Manor-owen, or St, 
David's Roads, and thus take it in the rear: he 
' therefore ordered Lieut, James to fall back to the 
market-place, and reſolved to wait there the 


return of Mr. Neſbitt and the other perſons he had 
ſent into Llanunda. 


Gibbon and his own ſervant were the firſt who 
returned : they had approached within two fields 
of the French, whoſe number, Gibbon ſaid, was 
very great indeed; that Col, Knox would be ſur. 
priſed to ſee them. Col. Knox deſired him to look 
at his men, who were drawn up in a line, and 
aſked him whether they appeared nearly as many, 


He ſaid they were nothing to them; that he could 
not tell how many French there were; but repeated 
he would be ſurpriſed to ſee them. Juſt after- 
wards, ſome of the country people brought in a 
priſoner to Col. Knox, from whom he learnt, on 


interrogating him, that the number of the enemy 
was from 1200 to 1400 men. 


Col. Knox, however, determined to wait for 
Mr, Neſbitt's return, and went into a little gar- 
den in the town, from whence he could ſee if a 
party was moving towards Fiſhguard by Goodick: 
in a ſhort time Mr. Neſbitt came to him there, 
and told him that the force he had ſeen conſiſted 
of an advanced * of 120 men; that he ſaw 


about 
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about 400 more round the furze brake which had 


been ſet on fire, but he could not, he ſaid, ſee all 
who were there on account of the ſmoke. Col. 
Knox was now fatisfied he muſt no longer 
think of remaining at Fiſhguard, or of retreating 
towards Newport; that his only object ought to 
be the effecting a junction with the troops that 
were coming from Pembroke (of whom he had 


received no intelligence ſubſequent to Lord Mil- 
ford's letter); and this, it ſeemed to him, could 
only be ſecured by his marching himſelf, without 


loſs of time, towards Ha verford weſt. It is ne- 
ceſſary to know the country to judge of the ex- 
PH. of this . 


A ſufficiently accurate idea may be gained of 
the relative fituation and circumſtances of the 
part of the country connected with this ſubject, 
by conſidering Haverfordweſt, Fiſhguard, and 
Llanunda, as forming a triangle, of which a line 


drawn from Haverfordweſt to Garnvaur, a rock 


of conſiderable height adjoining to Pulhelly Bay, 
on the weſtern fide of Llanunda pariſh, and from 
thence continued northwards to Strumble Head 
will be the hypothenuſe. Allowing for the many

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as occupied by the French, is ſurrounded on 
three ſides by the fea, and is covered towards the 


| ſouth by a range of rocky hills, which extend 


themſelves acroſs Llanunda from Goodick Bay 
on the weſt, to Pulhelly Bay on the eaſt, and in 
length about four miles, overlooking Fiſhguard 
and the country towards Haverfordweſt; the 
higheſt of theſe are the Garnvaur before- men- 
tioned, at the weſtern extremity, facing Tregynt, 
and Garnunda on the eaſtern fide ; the loweſt are 
in the centre. All the roads above deſcribed, ex- 
cepting that from Fiſhguard to Haverfordweſt, 
paſs either through or over this range of hills. 


Col. Knox was yet toning with Mr. Neſbitt 
and Major Bowen, who was alſo in the garden, 
when he perceived a ſmall party, who deſcended 
the hill above Goodick, and went into Dyffrin, 
a farm-houſe at the foot thereof. He feared leaſt 
the French might alſo be moving to prevent his 
forming the junction, which he conceived it was 
of the utmoſt importance for him to effect, if 
poſſible ; he therefore diſpatched an officer with 
orders to Enfign D. Bowen to follow him as quick 
as he could to Haverfordweſt, with his party, and 
if he was unable to bring off the powder from the 
fort to throw it over the cliff; at the ſame time 
ſending him ſteel ſpikes for the guns, which he 
had cauſed to be made during the night under 
Mr. Neſbitt's direction; and without further 


delay, 
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delay, Col. Knox ordered Major Bowen to take 
charge of che rear; and, putting himſelf at the 
head of his men, he began his march to Haver- 
fordweſt ; it was then about nine o'clock in the 
morning. As his march was expoſed to the view 
of the F rench, and he was ignorant whether they 
were moving to intercept him, he thought it of the 
"XX utmoſt conſequence to uſe all the expedition he 
*Y 1 could, till he paſſed the laſt of the roads that lead 
from Llanundainto the turnpike road —from Fiſh- 
guard to Haverfordweſt, along which he had to 
march. He had proceeded a little way, when he 
was met by Mr. William Fortune, who told him 
( (ſeehis letter, No. 8), he had been diſpatched by 
the Committee at the caſtle, to inform him they 
| thought it moſt ad viſeable for him to retreat to- 
wards Haverfordweſt ; that a party of foot was 
expected there at twelve o'clock, and in the courſe 
of the evening Lord Cawdor with his cavalry ; 


the whole of which were to march on to Join Col. 
Knox. 


Col. Knox hurried on his march, and requeſted 
= Mr. Fortune, or his brother, who accompanied 
him, would ride about half a mile before him, 


Xt until he had paſſed the Llanunda roads, and give 
1 him intelligence i in caſe he ſaw any French ad- 
8 vancing; and he directed Thomas David, who 
y was alſo on horſeback, to keep the like diſtance 


in his rear. And that roper information might 
D | be 
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be had of the proceedings of the French, he re- 


queſted Mr. Neſbitt and Mr. H. Davies to return 


to Fiſhguard, to watch their motions, and bring 
an account of them to Haverfordweſt, whither it 
was his i intention to proceed; he was happy enough 
to meet nothing before he paſſed Letterſon com- 
mon, but a party of ſailors and country people, 
who were coming from about St. Bride's bay, 


to join him: he told their leader, the French 


were in too great force for them at preſent; and 


having at length paſſed the laſt of the Llanunda 


roads at Letterſon common, about four miles and 


an half from Fiſhguard, without ſeeing any thing 
of the enemy, he halted, in order to give Enſign 


Bowen's party time to get nearer his rear. After 
a ſhort reſpite, Col. Knox reſumed his march, and 


proceeded to Ford village, about nine miles from 


Fiſhguard, where he again halted, and the men 
got what refreſhment the farmers there could af- 


ford them. Somie time before he arrived there, 
he requeſted Mr. Fortune would ride on to Ha- 


verfordweſt, and acquaint the Committee he was 
on his march thither. At Trefgarne ( pronounced 


Trogan) rock, a little beyond Ford village, Col. 
Knox met Mr. Richard Foley, who told him Lord 
Cawdor had gone up towards Llanunda to recon- 
noitre ; that his Lordſhip's troop was juſt come 


into Haverfordweſt, when he, Mr. Richard Fo- 


ley, left it, and that one of the officers told him 
they would be ready to march. ina few minutes 


that 
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that the infantry were not then arrived, but he 
believed they were coming in as he left the town. 


Mr. Foley then went towards Filbguarys to look 


for Lord Cawdor. 


Enfign Bowen joined Col. Knox whilſt he halted 
at Trefgarne rock ; he had brought off the ammu- 
nition belonging to the corps from the fort, and 
ſoon/afterwards Mr. Charles Haſſall“ came up to 


Col. Knox, and informed him that he had left the 
cavalry and infantry at Trefgarne bridge (about 


a mile and an half from Trefgarne rock); that 
they were advancing, and would ſoon; arrive. 
This intelligence determined Col. Knox to remain 


where he then was, until they came up. Mr. 


Haſſall left him, and rode on towards Fiſhguard, 


and the troops arri ved at Trefgarne rock between 


one and two o'clock in the afternoon... e FN 
Previous to their reaching the place where Col. 

Knox was halting, an officer of the Cardiganſhire 

militia came to Col. Knox, and requeſted, in Col. 


Colby's name, his peruſal of a letter which he 
carried open in his hand; he accordingly took

Until he peruſed this letter, Col. Knox had no 
idea that any officer but himſelf could have any 
claim to the command. Col. Colby was indeed a 
much older officer than himſelf; but his regi- 
ment was in England, and he, as Col. Knox ap- 
-prehended, had come to Pembrokeſhire on leave 
of abſerice. Lord Cawdor's military rank was 
only that of Captain of horſe : Col. Knox, there- 
fore requeſted the officer who brought him the let- 

ter, to tell Col. Colby he thought it was not ne- 
ceſſary for him to pay any attention to its con- 
tents, or words to that effect. 5

"anfwer, when Lord Cawdor came up to him from 
the Fiſhguard fide, and told him Lord Milford 
had given him the command. Some converſation 
enſued, in which Col. Knox informed his Lord- 
"ſhip of the letter that had juſt been ſent to him. 
Upon this Lord Cawdor left him, and went, as 
he believed, to Col. Colby : he ſoon returned, 
and inquired of Col. Knox what he meant to do. 
This led again to a ſhort converſation; when the

The officer had ſcarce left Col. Knox with this

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militia, the Pembroke volunteers, and a conſider- 


- able number of gentry and others in the rear. 


Lord Cawdor put himſelf at the head of his 
troop, and paſſing the Fiſhguard volunteers, who 


were drawn up on the road fide, marched on to- 
wards Fiſhguard, followed by his troop, and the 
' infantry that accompanied them. Col. Knox or- 
dered his men to fall into the line of march, on 
the rear of the Pembroke infantry; and then rode 
on to Col. Colby to inquire further into the buſi- 
neſs. Col. Colby told him the preſent was not a 
fit time for diſputes; that he had given up the 
command to Lord Cawdor, and that Col. Knox 
had better follow his example; and that the Lord 


Lieutenant had a right to appoint whom he 


pleaſed to the command within his own county: 


Col. Knox ſaid, if that was the caſe, he was ſatis- 
fied; and riding up to Lord Cawdor, he told 


him, that Col. Colby having informed him of 
what he was till then ignorant, that the Lord 


Lieutenant had a right to appoint a commanding 
officer in his own county, he was very ready to 


| ſerve under him; and accordingly put himſelf un- 


der his command.

The detail of the ſubſequent operations belong- 
ing to Lord Cawdor, Col. Knox has only to ſtate, 
that on their march back towards Fiſhguard, he 
was joined by many of his corps, who nn,

come in when he commenced his march to Ha- 
verfordweſt, had remained at 4 * Fiſh 
- guard. 


It was night when the troops under the orders 
of Lord Cawdor entered it. Col. Knox, ſoon 
after he got into Fiſhguard, was. told that two 
Frenchmen had been inquiring for him. A 
guard-houſe being wanted, he went with Col. 
Colby to ſhew him Meyler's houſe in the 
Market place : : Mr. Richard Foley, and anumber 
of others, with ſome naval officers, who had come 
with a party of ſailors, and four ſhip-guas, i in carts, 


from the King's ſhips at Milford, were in the par- 
lour when he entered it; and whilſt he was ſhew.. 


ing it to Col. Colby, the two Frenchmen were 
brought in; and on Col., Knox's being pointed 


out to them, one of them, who proved .to be 


Sen. Tate's Aide-de-camp, addreſſed himſelf to 
him, and opening his great coat to diſplay an 
Huſſar's uniform, deſired to ſpeak with him. 
Col. Knox told him he muſt firſt deliver up his 
arms, which he did, conſiſting of three piſtols 
and a ſabre, which Col. Knox requeſted the gen- 
tlemen in the room would take charge of, (Col. 
Colby had gone out in the mean time), and took 
him to a room up ſtairs, followed by the other 
French officer, Le Brun, the ſecond in command.

road. The non-commiſſioned officers and privates 


diſplayed their ſtrength to the troops under the 


command of Lord Cawdor : they amounted, as 
Col. Knox underſtood, to near 1200 men, and 
were eſcorted to Haverfordweſt by the troops that 


had come from Pembroke, and a detachment from 
the Fiſhguard Volunteers, which, at Col. Knox's 
requeſt, Major Bowen accompanied. 


Lord Cawdor left a party of the Pembroke Vo- . 
lunteers to bring the arms the following day to 
Haverfordweſt, and departed, after thanking Col. 


Knox for his ſervices. Boats being procured to 
bring the arms to  Fiſhguard, they were depoſited 
in the church. In the evening, a trooper of Lord 
Cawdor's came into Fiſhguard from Trehowel, 


Who 


were marched down to Goodick ſands, where 
they laid down their arms, and for the firſt time 
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who . Col. Krox that Major Ackland 
had marched to Haverfordweſt with as many of 
the French officers as he could get horſes for; 
that Lieut. Propert, with the party of the Fiſh- 
guard Volunteers that had been detached with 
Major Ackland, when he was ſent to take charge 
of the French officers, were left to guard the reſt 
at Trehowel, where there was alſo a large quantity 
of ammuniton. 
Upon hearing this, Col. Knox went the ſame 
evening to Trehowel, and found there five French 
officers, their ſervants, two ſurgeons, and twenty- 
4 three men who were ſick. He found likewiſe 
= that Lieut. Propert had placed ſentinels round 
Z theammunition, which lay on the ground where 
EF the French had landed; and as nothing more 
could be done that night, Col. Knox returned to 
Fiſhguard, and wrote to the Duke of Portland, to 
acquaint him with what he had done on the land- 
ing of the French ; of his retreat towards Haver- 
fordweſt; and of his having put himſelf under 
'Lord Cawdor's orders, in conſequence of Lord 
Milford's having given his Lordſhip the com- 
mand, (No..9.) The following morning, the 
25th, he wrote to Lord Cawdor, to expreſs his 
thanks for the ſervice his Lordſhip had rendered 
the country, and to aſſure him of his readineſs to 
ſerve under him on any future occaſion; and alſo 
informed him of his having written to the Duke 
E of 
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of Portland. He requeſted Lieut. Lord, who 
commanded the party that were to eſcort the arms 
to Haverfordweſt, to deliver this letter, and then 
went to Trehowel, from whence he ſent the French 
officers with their ſervants to Fiſhguard, that they 


might be conducted by Lieut. Lord to Haverford- 


weſt, retaining the ſurgeons to attend the fick. 
In the courſe of the day, Col. Knox collected four- 
teen Carts, which he loaded with as much of the 
ammunition as they could carry, and brought 
them himſelf, in the evening, to Lanſtinan, in- 


tending to ſend them the following morning to 


Haverfordweſt ; but in. the courſe of the night 


Mr. Neſbitt came to him, with a verbal meſſage 


from 'Lord. Cawdor, to defire he would join him 
at Haverford weſt with what men he could. He 
therefore ſent orders to Lieut. Propert to take the 
command of a party he aſſigned to him, and to 


take charge of the ſick and the remaining ammu- 


nition. And being joined on the morning of the 
26th by ſuch of the corps as were at Fiſhguard, 
amounting, together with the detachment he had 
brought to Lanſtinan with the carts the night 
before, to about 100 men, he proceeded with the 


_ ammunition to Haverfordweſt, where he delivered 
it to the commiſſary of ftores. According to the 


return, it amounted to forty-ſeven barrels, ten

* It partly aroſe from the following circumſtance, which I will 
ſtate, as I believe it has been very much miſunderſtood: On my 
arrival in Haverfordweſt I went to wait on Lord Cawdor, and was 
informed by his aide-de-camp he was too buſy to fee me. Soon 
afterwards, meeting Capt. Scourſield, the captain of the guard for 
the day, I deſired him to place a ſentry at my lodgings : he ordered 
two there, the ſame number as Lord Cawdor had, In a little time 
I found both mine had been withdrawn; and on applying to the 
captain of the ?guard to know the reaſon, he informed me Lord 
Cawdor had given orders to have them taken off, I requeſted he 
would go to Lord Cawdor, and acquaint him, that although the 
having any ſentries was a matter of great indifference to me, yet I 
did not underſtand their being withdrawn without my conſents 
Capt. Scourfield told me he delivered my meſſage, but got no anſwer.

I haye the honour to inform you, that I 
received intelligence on the afternoon of the 224 
inſtant, of two frigates, a ſloop, and a cutter 
having made their appearance off this coaſt. Upon 
going to view them, I was further told they were 
French, and were landing troops; I therefore 
haſtened to this place, and was fortunate enough 
to meet a detachment of about ſeventy of the 
EO1P3 of Fiſhguard Volunteers, commanded by 

Enſign 
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Enfign D. Bowen, marching to attack the enemy. 
T thought it adviſeable immediately to order them 
to retire into the fort, (where Gov. Vaughan ſoon 
joined us), until the whole of the corps could be 
collected, and information gained of the number 
of the French. In the courſe of that night I 
was joined by many of the corps, who had come 
in upon the alarm, and by part of the Newport 
diviſion, under the command of Major Bowen. 
T learnt early in the morning, the force of the 
enemy was ſo confiderable, as to make it neceſſary 
for me to retreat without delay. I accordingly 
evacuated the fort, and bringing off the ammu- 
nition of the corps, took the road to Haverford- 
weſt, in order to fall in with the reinforcements 
which were on their march, having written to 
the Lord Lieutenant, to inform him of our ſitua- 
tion. We had retreated about nine miles, when 
we were joined by Lord Cawdor, to whom Lord 
Milford had given the command. I therefore 
put myſelf under his orders. The ſucceſs which 
has attended his gallant exertions is not for me 
to deſcribe, but I hope I may be permitted to 
expreſs the gratitude this part of the county muſt 
feel with myſelf, in the zeal and alacrity with 
which the different corps, and many gentlemen 
of the county came forward to our ſuccour. I 
received much aſſiſtance from Mr. Neſbitt, reſid- 
ing in Fiſhguard, late an Enfign in the army ; 
and I have the pleaſure to ſay, the corps under 

my 
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my command conducted themſelves in a manner, 
which, I truſt, has done them credit. I ſhall 
to-morrow detach parties in purſuit of any ſtrag- 
glers which may not yet be come in; there are 
twenty-five ſick near the place where the enemy 
landed, whom Lord Cawdor has left in my 
charge.

bombardiers in the fort would not allow the guns

I have the honour to inform you, that laſt 
night.a French ſchooner, carrying three ſwivels, 
and 18 men, was brought into the harbour of 
 Fiſhguard ; upon receiving intelligence thereof 
this morning, I repaired thither, and learnt that 
the veſſel having made a ſignal, a pilot, and the 
officers of the revenue, went out to her yeſterday, 
and were received with great cordiality by the 
French; and, at their defire, brought the veſſel 


within the pier, where ſhe now lies. A ſerjeant 


and party of the Royal Fiſhguard Aſſociation im- 
mediately went on board, and took poſſeſſion of 
the veſſel and crew. On my arrival, M. de la 


Robrie, whoſe letter I incloſe, introduced himſelf 


to meas a perſon charged to ſolicit ſuccours from 
his Majeſty's miniſters for the Royaliſts at the 
Iſle of Noirmontier. I aſked for the ſhip's papers, 


but was informed they had been thrown over-. 
board. Monſ. la Robrie furniſhed me with the 


paper which accompanies this letter, and which I 
ſend to you in the ſame ſtate M. la Robrie gave 
it to me.; He told me this paper had been incloſed 
in a cover, but that the cover having been wetted 
and damaged, it was taken off. He likewiſe pro- 
duced me a paper ſigned by Charette, which, at 

| his 
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his own defire, I returned to him. M. le Febre, 
the captain of the veſſel, has a ſort of commiſſion, 
figned by M. la Robrie, as aid-du-camp to M. la 
Charette: theſe are the only papers my repeated in- 
quiries have been able to procure. There are two 
prieſts paſſengers, a M. des Mortiers, a ſurgeon, 
M. Langlois, a ſervant or ſecretary of M. la Ro- 
brie, and 18 ſailors. On board the veſſel we found 
| ſome muſkets loaded with ball and broken nails tied 
together, 48 cartridges for the ſwivels, a number 
of piſtols, and five or fix hangers, 


M.. de la Robrie preſſed me much to ſend him 
to you, which I thought it prudent to decline, till 
J have further directions, as he certainly has not 
given me any information reſpecting his miſſion, 
other than I have now the honour to tranſmit : 
who they are, I cannot at preſent tell; their ac- 
counts have been contradictory, and poſſibly 
through fear. Neither M. de la Robrie's appear- 
ance or converſation have convinced me of his 
being an ambaſſador. They have one Engliſh ſailor 
with them, who told me a very confuſed ſtory, 
and ſaid they had been out at ſea but five days, 
whereas the reſt ſay, they ſailed on the 23d, and 
that they left Noirmontier nine days ago. Having 
read in the public papers, that the Royal army 
wore a red croſs, I inquired of M. de la Robrie 
as to their dreſs; he ſaid, they wore no uniform, 
and did not mention the croſs. | Finding that 1 
5 could 
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could get no authentic information, or any ſhip's 
papers or journal, I thought it proper to land the 
whole of the ſhip's company, and put them under 
a guard; and deſired M. de la Robrie to write to 
you to explain his ſituation and character. I have 
ſeparated the officers and crew: M. de la Robrie 
and the paſſengers are with the former. As ſoon 
as they were got out, and the ſhip cleared, I wrote 
to Lord Milford for directions reſpecting them, 
and have taken care to furniſh them with every 
accommodation I could procure. You will ob- 
ſerve the ſignature of De la Robrie to occur twice 
in the ſubſcription to M. de la Robrie's creden- 
tials. He tells me he has two brothers in the 
royal army, and that he is aid-du-camp to M. la 
Charette. I can get no better intelligence of the 
royal army from him, than that it is divided into 
three parts, in Bretagne, Poitou, and Anjou, I 
think. The colours found with them are an Engliſh 
pendant, and a plain white flag, fringed. M. de 
la Robrie and the others ſeemed to know nothing 
about Lord Moira's expedition, and did not even 
appear to have heard his name, as one of them 
| aſked me to repeat it, on my mentioning him, and 
his being at Guernſey: Salt and billet- wood. is 
all the cargo they have on board, beſides provi- 
ſions. I am told the ſchooner's name is Le Dau- 
phin: I think her burthen may be near 100 tons.
